Prefanlinns to nne Against Small-Pox. 

Ti) ihe hn-nl llmrth of lltallh and the 
I'toph i>f thf Stair I'f KiTUucky: The State 
lioiird nf Health desires to call attention 
to the fact that small pox, in a severe 
and fatal form, is now prevailing in some 
sections of our own State, and in cities 
of adioining States, so intimately con- 
necteti with us by the llnee of travel as 
tn constantly threaten freehintrodnotions 
nf the disease. . Unless unusual precau- 
tions are taken by our city, town end 
county health authorities to prevent such 
importation and the spread of this dis- 
ease the experience of last winter is 
likely to be repeated on a moch larger 
scale. 

This board, therefore, feels it to be its 
duty to warn the people that the dei isive 
action should at once be taken to pmtect 
the State from this loathsome malady. 
Fortunately the method of prevention in 
as ceitain in its action as it is cheap and 
easy to obtain. Vaccination and re-vacci- 
nalion, properly done, with reliable vrus, 
is a certain prevention, aii<l is entirely 
free from danger. This is the conclusion 
f the s< ientific worlil, affiT full iiivesti- 
uation and large experience, and may be 
thoroughly relied upon. 

Notwithstanding that this safe, cheap 
and perfect protection is within the leacii 
of all, it is estimated that nearly one- 
third of tlie people of this State have 
never afailed themselves of it It is 
lopecl that the next l.e.'islatiire wi 1 
maKe vaccinatiim com|)ulsory liutintelli- 
.'ent persons should not wait for the law 
loforce tlii'iii to an evident duty. No one 
should allow hiniNt li. or any one for 
whom he is rcs|ioiisible. to remain un- 
vaccinated at any time, and especially in 
the face of ttie present danger. Health 
and school hoards, everywhere, ahould 
co-oi>er.ite in requiring vaccination as a 
;onilitiun of admission to all schools, 
public and private, and the proprietors 
of monufactoriee and railroads should 
make the ssme requirements of their 
mployes. The operation should always 
te done by a competent physician, at 
three points in the same arm and the 
person varcinated should be seen by him 
frnm time to time that he may know 
that n perfect result has been necured. 
Imperfect vaccination can only give rise 
to a false and often fatal sense of security. 

As a further precaution, the various 
health boards of the State, county and 
municipsl, are requested to perfect their 
organisations, take every precaulion to 
prevent the importation of the ilisease 
into the coinmiiniiies over which they 
have control, or, failim: in this, he ready 
to stamp it out by stri( tly isolating the 
first case, and vaciinatiiig and r<-vacci- 
naling every person eiiilannereil by it. 
It would be well for he ill b boards in lo- 
calities not I'rovided with liospit.ils to 
have in view some suitable cottage 
which Could be used as s bospitttl incase 

1 f emergency. 

.Ml c irpetH, ciirljiiiis, t-liilb d furniture, 
clotliing, an. 1 other arlicles not rei|iured 
for iiiiiiicili lie use should be removed 
from roiiiiis iiitended for use of pers uiH 
allected with i-iiiall pox ; and no person 
except tlie )iliyMiciiii, mux' or parent, 
slioiil"! he allowed to enter or go near 
the house, or toucli any arlii'le used 
therein, until after lbor(iiiv:h disinfection. 
Tlie funerals of all |>«TS<iiis dying of this 
d seas- should be Strictly private, 'i'lie 
same precautions should lie observed in 
the management of scarlet fever, measels, 
diphtheria and other infections diseases. 

By the promptness and efficiency of 
several of tbe county hoards the diseare 
wos efTectually controlled in many local- 
ities last year. In other counties no 
such pn-cauiions were taken at tbe out- 
si>t, and the disoase was only checked 
after serious loss of life, great interfer- 
ence with business, from the panic inci- 
dent to an epidemic of this disease, and 
an expenditure of money, which if judi- 
ciously used in svstenialic vaccination, 
befor(>hand, would have given perfect 
immunity to every citizen in the com- 
munity. Here, ns in many other thiuL's, 
an ounce of prevention is not only better 
but ( iieiji r than a pound of cure. 

In this and all oilier matters pertain- 
ing to the niiblic health, the State Itoard 
holds itself in re. iliiiess to assist tbe 
local botirds to the fiib cMciit of its pow- 
ers ; and all iibysiciaiis of the .State aie 
reipiesteil to promptly notify this ollice, 
as well as their liic il boards, of the (irel 
outbreak of this or any otiicr contagious 
disease in their respective communilios.
